Transmitted herewith for your approval is a request to enter into a professional services 
contract with ALVORD, BURDICK & HOWSON, L.L.C. in the amount of $ 175,000.00 
for engineering services for the Oak Forest Hospital of Cook County Community Water 
Supply Upgrade.

Michael Wong, stated that the current water supply system does not meet current regulations as they 
relate to venting requirements, overflow, and tank repairs. Additionally, there is tank painting and some 
items that pertain to the pump facilities which are functional but need to be brought up to current 
regulations. Mr. Wong concluded by saying that some of the pumps need to be brought up to current 
regulations.

The refunds from vacating the sale she does not know whether the PIN 
will be on the scavenger list. The list is being prepared by the Department of Revenue and the 
Treasurer’s Office. 

Commissioner Schumann noted that the next step would be to request the Treasurer’s Office and the 
Department of Revenue speed up the process so PIN 24-36-210-014 can appear on the scavenger list so 
the Village of Blue Island can ask.
